WA R IN H AYTI- 

UecauM the Votcn Were Threatened 
With Hlppolyte’s Ilajorfet*. 

New York, Jan. 18.—A despatch to The 
Herald from Kingston, Jamaica, says j 
News was received yesterday which indi¬ 
cates that the long-threatened revolution 
against the government of President Hippo- 
lyte of H&yti has broken out. 

A battle was fought yesterday morning 
In the stroets of the village of Lause do Neu, 
a settlement back of Port au Prince. As 
soon as word of the uprising was received 
at the Government House President Hippo- 
lvte issued orders for troops to ho 
despatched to the place. In a short tiny^q 
little army ot 300 soldiers and 20 coinmtral* 
lug officers were on tho way. 

The reports declared that the streets 
were filled with armed men. While fight¬ 
ing was in progress at this point nows was 
received at Port nti Prince of another up¬ 
rising near St. Michael’s. Tho residents 
were in terror as a result of this uprising 

All (daces of business were closed. Even 
the private residences were barricaded and 
the occupants sought shelter. Troops are 
under orders to leave to suppress til’s re¬ 
bellion, und they will be hastened with all 
the speed the limited facilities of the repub¬ 
lic afford. 

President Hippolyte at once issued a 
manifesto announcing that these uprisings 
are not serious and that there 
is no organized rebellion or armed 
opposition to the government. In the 
elections which were held Saturday Hip 
polyte’s friends and relatives were chosen 
deputies, but their success is duo to a dis¬ 
play of force at the polls w'hich terrorized 
iho voters. Armed troops were stationed 
St tho polling places, and at the point of 
the bayonet ballots were ordered to be oast 
for friends of the President, 

Notwithstanding the encouraging terms 
used in the manifesto of the President,he is 
undoubtedly fearful of a general uprising 
and is in terror of his life. The guards 
about his house have been doubled and 
other precautions taken to unsare his per¬ 
sonal safety. The discouteut against the

extract from Sir John M ic loimUl’s famous 
resolution of 1878, in wuioh it was stated, 
amongst other thing*, that the National 
PoMcy would provide work for the unem¬ 
ployed and stop the exodus, claiming that 
it had manifestly failed in this respeot, os 
tho exodus was gieater than ever. 

He rather sneered at tho development of 
manufacture shown by the ceusus, and 
humorously alluded to the increase of 
manufacturing establishments in the Indian 
village of Cauglinawagu from 8 in 1881 to 
42 in 1891, which he said probably 
meant that so muuy more bead bullets and 
other Indian curios were now made there, 
which was probably caused by the fact that 
these arttcles were not protected and there 
was freo trade in them. 

With regard to reciprocity in wrecking 
he thought that the Americans ought to be 
allowed to do wrecking in Canadian canals, 
as the intention of Parliament was to give 
the freest possible use of our waters. He 
blamed the Government for its course with 
respect to canal tolls, and thought the 
pgpjienl difficulty might have been avoided 
in a more generous policy had been 
pursued. He claimed that the Canadian 
Government had never been generous in its 
treatment ot the Amorican Government,and 
thought that a broad and generous course 
should be tuken, and whenever (here was 
a favor to be done it should be done with a 
good grace. 

As to the legislative forecast of the 
speech, he was pleased to see that the Fran¬ 
chise Act was to be amended and thought 
that the best thing that could be done with 
it would be to amend it off the statute book 
altogether. For 21 years the provincial 
lists had been used and had been found to 
work well, but since 1887 there had 
been great complaints as to the unjust 
working of the act, and as an instance he 
referred to the case of Mr. Tarto, who had 
been elected for L’lslet, but wss prevented 
from taking his seat by the working of the 
act. 

The speech was more remarkable for 
what was not in it than for what was. 
There Was no allusion to the prohibition 
commission, there wus no allusion to the 
Caron commission, and there was no re¬ 
ference to the Manitoba School question. 
As to the latter question ho held that 
the report of tho sub-committee ot 
council should hsve been presented 
to the House before it was published, and 
ridiculed the idea that council could turn 
itself into a court of justice and hear the 
case in any other than a political capacity. 

Tho greatest omission from the speech, 
however, ho claimed, was the absence of 
any reference to tariff changes. Sadness,lie 
said, was over the land, and the Ministot 
hail been running about from placo to place 
holding out hopes that some of the “mould¬ 
ering branches’’ of the National Policy 
would be lopped off, but there 
was no reference in the speech to 
any proposed change. The country 
expected legislation on this subject and ho 
would, therefore, conclude by moving the 
following amendment to the motion for tho 
adoption of the address: 

That the following words be added to the 
address: “We feel bound to ropresent to 
Your Excellency that in the present con 
dition of the people of Canada, substantial 
reductions should bo made in the taxation 
which presses so heavily upon the great 
bulk of the community, and wo regret that 
in the speech, graciously delivered troin tin: 
Throne, Your Excellency was not adviaod 
to hold nut promises of reductions to the 
oppressive duties now imposed.” 

Sir John Thompson answered, one by 
one, the objections raised hy Mf. Lsurier. 

He commenced by complimenting tho 
mover and seconder of tho address, whom, 
he said, had not only done credit to them¬ 
selves, hut had added lo the dignity of the 
House. He returned thanks to Mr. Luuricr 
for his kindly remarks about Sir John 
Abbott, who had the most profound re 
spect of tho whole party, and whose loss 
would be deeply felt. [Applause.] 

He was also grateful to tho leader of the 
Opposition for his graceful but somewhat 
rurcastic remarks about himself. Referring 
to the charge that the Ministers had 
gone about preaching that the country was 
prosperous, he said tnat they were always 
able to support their statements by extracts 
iroin the public records, while the hon. gen¬ 
tleman did not consult thepublishud records 
at ull, but contented himself with saying it 
was all trash when the increase of trade*

LAURIER’S 


1h« Government Majority la Fifty—Some 

Fun Over Mm Hnnd llnaknt Industry of 

thn rniislinawnKn Women—Tho Kao- 

iliia n Lending laaue 

Ottawa, Jan. 31.— The newly- 
elected member for Kent, N.B., moved the 
Adoption of tlie address ill reply to the 
Speech from the Throne, and for the next 
half-hour he took up the speech, paragraph 
by paragraph, in excellent style, dealing 
with the different subjects in n manner 
which showed that he had made a careful 
study of them. 

Mr. Mclnorney is a pleasing and ngreeabio 
speaker, who makes his points well and who 
gives promise of provingadecided acquisition 
to the debating power of th • House. Jn his 
opening remarks he rrferrod to the fact 
that on six oocnsions he had endeavored to 
represent his constituency, but only suc¬ 
ceeded on thu seventh trial, and regretted 
that ho had not got into tho House earlier 
so that he might have had the pleasure of 
meeting that greut leader. Sir John Mac- 
donnld, to whose memory he paid a touch¬ 
ing tribute. 

He also referred to the absence of Hon. 
Mr. Blake and expressed the hops that in 
his new sphere of usefulness he 
might assist in solving t no great 
problem of Home Rule. He expressed 
the highest confidence in Sir John 
Thompson, the present leader of the 
Conservative party, and said that tho lead¬ 
er's great ability and good qualities needed 
no words of commendation from him. 

Neatly and briefly he referred to therpro- 
gress of the country, as shown by the trade 
returns and statement of revenue and ex¬ 
penditure, and was greeted with hearty 
applauso when he said he was informed 
that the exports of dairy produce from 
Canada with its 5,000,000 of population 
were a million ami a quarter more than the 
exports of dairy produce from tho United 
States with their 05.000,000 of population. 
After touching lightly on each subject 
in the debate, ho wound up an excellent 
half-hour speech w’ilh a brilliant peroration 
on the inculcation of a national spirit in 
Canuda. 

Mr. Leclaire, Hon. Mr. Chapleau’s suc¬ 
cessor in Terrebonne, seconded tho resolu¬ 
tion in French, and when ho had straighten¬ 
ed himself up and towred aboye Ip* fellow r 
members to the extent of six feet four 
inches he iVas greeted vy*th considerable 
applause. He speak* well, 1ms a good voice 
and kept the House interested for 15 
minutes. 

He paid a high tribute to his predecessor. 
Mr. Chapleau, and thoroughly ami neartily 
endorsed the policy of the Government as 
outlined in tho speech. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier, who was not looking 
thoroughly recovered from his recant indis¬ 
position, was greeted with applause as lie 
lose to continue the debate. He appeared 
a little weak at first, but warmed up us be 
weiLMm and iituuuged to crowd a very 
good speech into ten minutes* time. He 
commenced by referring to the change of 
administration since last session and in 
doing so paid a high Compliment to Sir 
John Abbott, of whom he spoke in the 
highest teims ns one of the ablest 
men in public life, and expressing 
regret that ill-health should have 
caused his retirement. lie congratulated 
tSir John Thompson on hir succession to the 
Premiership, referred to his tapid advance 
iiqce jiis entering Purljatqent, and plea- 
sandy wpicqmpd his proinotion. Re then 
proceeded to twit Kir John on his speech at 
tho YoungConservative meetingin Toronto, 
and charged him with indulging in flight* 
of imagination in claiming that the Na¬ 
tional Policy had anything to do with tho 
acquisition and development of the North¬ 
west Territories. With regard to the 
statement that the present Government was 
a strong one, he indulged in a little good- 
natured chaff about the increase in tho 
number of ministers, ami caused a Uugh 
by saying that there were 15 ministerial 
advisers of the crown and three advisers of 

Hie Mlaecs. 

Ho ttaftgfit that there was nu necessity 
fpp bringing into force the acts relating to 
tfie Popartmept of Trade and CoiinnorM 
and the Kolicitor-Goncral, and believed that 
the real reason of these acu which had lain 
on tho statute book for six years being 


With regard to the census he said it was 
unfair to compare the results of the census 
of 1891 with that of ten years before, be¬ 
cause they were not taken under the same 
conditions. _. 

With reference to his Toronto speech he 
said that what ho meant was that the 
whole policy of tho Liberal-Conservative 
party had been nntiounl in the sense that it 
was intended to build up the country. He 
twitted the leader of the Opposition on 
abandoning his old friend, unrestricted 
reciprocity, and said the only allusion to it 
was found in the reference to the baskets of 
tho Itidiaji women of Caughnuwaga being 
sold all over the continent. 

With regard to tho exodus, he claimed 
that tlONalional Policy had found work 
for thousands who would otherwiso have 
been forced to go out of the country. Tho 
leader of tho Opposition had taken what 
figures he pleased from the census when 
ho was talking about the exodus, but when 
tho development of trade was referred to he 
professed to ignore the census figures. 

Dealing with tho question of wrecking, 
he said the Canadian Government was 
quite willing to allow American vessels all 
rhe facilities with regard to wrecking which 
were enjoyed by Canadian vessels, but no 
vessels could be allowed to block tho oanals 
for the purpose of undergoing repairs. 

As to the rebato on canal tolls, they had 
existed for years and there had been 
no remonstrance until last year, when 
it was made in the middle of tho 
season after all shipping engagements 
had been made, and it was possible to 
abolish the rebate then. When the corres¬ 
pondence was brought down it would not 
be found that the action of Canada had 
been harsh and unkind towards the United 
States. 

The canal question was not a new one. 
The Opposition had to complain that the 
Americans got the use of the Canadian 
canals, while Canadians were refused the 
use of the American canals; but now the 
Opposition seems anxious that the Ameri¬ 
cans should do as they pleased with their 
canals. 

With regard to tho so-ca led omissions 
from the speech, lie could not believe Llmt 
tho honoruhlo gentleman came through 
Montreal and saw the prohibition commis- 
sons nt work there and still expected to find 
some allusion to its report in the speech. 

As to the Caron Commission tho report 
was made and would be laid on the table. 

As to the Manitoba school question he 
declined to follow the loader of the Opposi¬ 
tion with respect to £ but would reserve 
any decision until after the papers wer<« 
brought down. There was no discourtesy 
whatever shown to the House by the pub¬ 
lication of the report of th? sub-committee 
beforo it was presenter} tq the House. 

As tot the omission of any mention of 
tariff changes in the speech, Kir John point, 
ed out that with tho exception of 1870, 
when the National Policy was introduced, 
it was not usual to make any reference in 
tho speech to the tariff ohango 4 which 
world not be made for mouths afterwards. 

Kir Richard Cartwright followed, speak¬ 
ing up to rocess. 

After recess S r Richard continued for an 
hour, dealing mostly with the exodus, us 
shown by the census returns, and deploring 
generally the uuprosperous condition of the 
country* which he charged wholly to the 
Natiounl Policy. 

The Hon. Mr. Foster said the hon. gen¬ 
tleman hail not gone beyond blaming *lie 
Government for the exodus, but lie hud 
not pointed out u single cause for the effect. 

After some remarks by Mr. Mills tho 
members were called in and the House 
divided on Mr. Lauiier’s amendment,which 
was lost. Yeas 53; nays 103. 

The usual formal motions wire then 
made and curried with regard to presenting 
the address to His Excellency. 

Hon. Mr. Foster presented the estimates 
for 189.V94. Th« total amount to be voted 
is $23,701,345. A* the total amount re¬ 
quired, including amounts fixed by statute, 
is 843,019.014 there is a deorease of $557,- 
225 from last year. But it must be re¬ 
membered this does not include supple¬ 
mentary estimates yet to be brought down. 

House adjourned at 11.25.

ENGLAND’S PRESS- 

Comminti On tlia Proposed AnnsmtUn 
ot Hawaii. 

London, Jan. 31.—Tho Daily News says: 
"The overthrow of the Hawaiian Queen ap¬ 
pears to be an American coup. Hawaii 
being the key to the whplo group,’ the 
Americans, once they possess it, would not 
find any difficulty in making themselves 
masters of tho others. Europe, however, 
has necessities in tho same quarter,’ Hoao- 
lulu being the only coaling station on the 
mail route between San Francisco and 
Auckland. 

The Daily Telegraph says the affair wears 
tho aspect of a successful attempt by 
American citizens to subvert the existing 
order of things in favor, first, of themselves 
and next, cf what is impossible, annexation. 
We could not allow the United States to 
annex the islands, even if the established 

{ >olicy at Washington permitted the idea to 
ie entertained. This policy, however, will 
not permit it. Obviously the native govern¬ 
ment ought to be restored, for the revolu¬ 
tion is the work of discontfnted, selfish 
foreigners, chiefly Yankees. 

The Chronicle says: Europe has not any 
greul concern with Hawaii, nevertheless the 
Queen has rights which seem to have re¬ 
ceived scant respect from the leaders of the 
movement. Events had not given to a sec¬ 
tion of the foreign population the right to 
oust the lawful sovereign. Anxiety for th> 
welfare of the natives seems to have been 
less of a motive with the American party 
than a d« sire to further their own interests. 

The Standard says: It is not likely that 
the good sense of the American people will 
permit them to assume this responsibility, 
which would be found onerous and unpre 
fitable, or to claim an extension of influence 
which would bo opposed and resented by 
other powers having equal interests at 
stake. It is thought the United States could 
not allow any other power to annex the 
island, but none has such an ambition. 
Justice reonires that the constitution be re¬ 
stored with such reforms as are necessary. 

Tbc Times ssys: It is difficult to see bow 
compliance with Mr. Dole's reques can be 
reconciled with existing American engage¬ 
ments and institutions. It seems plain, 
however, that the state of things that has 
existed lately cannot continae any longer. 
Something must be done. The question is: 
What, and by whom? The Santoan pre¬ 
cedent is not altogether encouraging, never¬ 
theless it seems possible that some each 
scheme may be executed ultimately.

England, as you know, has taken a posi¬ 
tion in Egypt directly contrary to treaties 
made with Europe, an i in which France is 
a co-signatory. It trquite evident that in 
the discussion with Prince Abbas, tho Khe- 
dive, the quostion is not as to more Minis¬ 
terial changes, hut as lo whose hand shall 
finally grasp Egypt. It is no longer n ques¬ 
tion of a protectorate, hut of annexation 
pure and simple. Besides, wo want to know 
whether France can lolerato such an illegal 
proceeding. 

England sneaks of the “interests of civi¬ 
lization.” Tho quostion is arc tho “in¬ 
terests of civilization” really in tho game? 
It is clear that the English occupation of 
Egypt is absolutely contrary to tho desires 
ami wishes of tho Egyptian population, as 
has been proved by the demonstration at 
Cairo. Are not a.l the treaties regulating 
the Egyptianquoslion and making her for¬ 
ever the vassal of Turkey in force? Eng¬ 
land cannot by herself tear up all thoso 
treaties. 

There is now an interchange of notes be¬ 
tween the two countries, and thoy have 
taken on a sharp character. France, who 
has right on her side, is now beginning to 
understand that she made nn error in not 
entering Egypt in 18SI. England, who is 
strong in the right of possession, will not 
even think of evacuation. Because Lord 
Rosebery, the British Minister tor Foreign 
Affairs, has strong German sympathies it is 
possible that the hand of Germany may he 
seen in this aggressive political move of , 
England. 

The same reflection may be made as re- | 
gards the quarrels sought by Austria this 
week. Count Hoyos, the Austrian Ambas¬ 
sador here, has reproached Fraoce with the 
articles appearing in the Paris newspapers, 
alleging that they were injurious to Austria. 
Count Hoyos, who has now been eight 
years in France, knows that theOovernment 
can do nothing in this matter. There are 
no press coercion laws in France. 

It was thought at first that the com¬ 
plaints were not serious, but Count Hoyos 
has returned twice to the charge, demand¬ 
ing the second time that apologies he made, 
when he knew the prudent character of 
Austrian diplomacy. 

No one can believe that such a move was 
inspired by Austria. There must be other 
influences at work, and it is thought that 
they are German. This is the belief in 
France, where public opinion is always 
inclined to decide an accusation 
against^ the neighboring empire. But 
what yM must emphusize, and which we beg 
the citizens of tho great American Kepublio 
to believe, is that no provocation has come 
from France, which is desirous of peace. 

From the very beginning of that sad 
Panama affair France lias been showered 
with insults from the press of every land 
which does not diecrimiuato between the 
guilty few and the great mass of honest 
Frenchmen. Is it necessary to protest 
against such injustice? 

France wants peace? France is in a bad 
condition interiorly, and yet from all sides 
comes a bitter attack upon her. 


Rescued from Ntnrtntlon. 

Cambridge, Md., Jan. 31.— After a seven 
hours’ battle with floating ice tho steamer 
Gudgeon finally reached Chincoteague Is¬ 
land yesterday’afternoon with a supply of 
food for the 3000 islanders who have been 
cut off from all communication with the 
mainland for two weeks. The steamer was 
badly damaged by the ice. Had communi¬ 
cation with the island been cut off for a day 
or two longer the consequences would have 
been disastrous. As it was, many persons 
had suffered for want of food, fuel, and 
milch cows had been killed to meet the 
pressing necessity. Some persons had not 
eaten a mouthful for two duys and a num¬ 
ber of others had existed for several days 
on bread alone. 


RUSSIAN RECRUITS- 

They Are Forced to Jump from ft Run¬ 
ning Train on Fire. 

St, Petersburg, Jan. 18.—Flails burst 
from the front car of a tnii»oaded 
with recruits. The train was goirij ot full 
speed and the tongues of fire swopt back¬ 
ward and in a few minutes all the cars were 
blazing. The engineer did not stop the 
train until he had run a considerable dis¬ 
tance. 

In the meantime there was a soono of in* 
describable confusion in the ears. The re- 
oruits, or at least as many of them as could 
do so, leaped from the windows and doors. 
Home of them landed uninjured in the snow¬ 
banks, while others who landed In the 
cleared track were killed.
